DUBLIN, July 18—Premier Asquith and 
his wife, escorted by the most notable mem- 
bers of the Irish party, came here on a visit 
tonight, and in spite of ef) precautions by the 
police the militant’ suffragets went to ex- 
tremes. :

- Game to Burn Theater. 

After this incident two English suffragets 
handed in a statement at the offices of the 
Irish Times, in which they declared they had 
come to Ireland with a full sense of the re- 

iity of having accepted the chal- 
lenge of the Rt. Hon. C. E. Hobhouse, chan- 
e¢ilor of the Duchy of Lancaster, by burning 
not an English castle but a Dublin theater. 

Even before the premier’s arrival in Ire- 
land the militant. suffragets had prepared 
for trouble. They hired boats and went out- 
gide Kingstown to create trouble for the 
prime minister, but the Irish police interfered 
and prevented them from doing any, harm. 

Big Reception in Dublin. 

Otherwise the premier wes enthusiastically 
received. He wes gréeted in Dublin by a 
procession: of 1,000 men with torches, led by a 
tand of forty pteces 

The streets were crowded and the enthu- 
siasm reached its climax when the marchers 
escorting the primé minister reached O'Con- 
pel street. There the crowd broke into a 
gusteained roar. Mr. Asquith stood up in his 
carriage and waved his handkerchief.

TAKE MAN OF 60 


IN $57,600 THEFTS 


One of Loop’s Oldest Residents 
Suspected of Being Tool of 


Bold Jewel Bandits. 
ee 


ROB IN STREETS BY DAY. 


An old man, who for nearly a generation 
hae earned a living by running errands and 
doing odd jobs around the Palmer house, 
wae arrested yesterday on suspicion of being 
the chief tool of a band of shrewd Chicago 
sneak thieves, who, within a few months, 
have stolen jewelry worth $57,000. The sus- 
pect is about 60 years old. 

The gems were taken in two robberies. 
The firet occurred at the store of Spaulding 
& Co. on Wabash avenue, where a sample 
case containing $37,600 worth of jewelers’ 
samples disappeared mysteriously. The seo- 
ond robbery took place yesterday in 
front of the Silversmith building at 12 South 
Wabash avenue, where a satchel containing 
$20,000 worth of unset rubies, garnets. and 
semi-precious stones inexplicably disap- 
peared. 

Crimes in Daylight. 

Both crimes were committed in Broad day- 
light; hundreds of persons woh by while 
the gems disappeared. Only a single suspect 
—the old“ errand boy "’ of the Palmer house 
—has been taken, and in his case the author- 
ities have so little “on’’ him that all they 
could “‘beook’’ him for was disorderly con- 
duct. 

This elderly prisoner's name is Patrick Mc- 
Dermott. He isgray, bent, and weatherworn. 
He ig one of the “ old settlers” of the loop 
who has seen it built and rebuilt and oullt 
again without ever having had a steady job. 
He has no regular position at the Palmer 
house. He merely is sent for when he fs 
wanted and is paid $2 for each job when he 
finishes it. 

It required an excellent reason for connect- 
ing McDermott with crimes 80 cleverly con- 
cocted as the two jewelry robberies. He is 
the men who in both cases last had posses- 
gion of the jewel cases before they were 
stolen. It was he who carried the case con- 
taining the $387,000 worth of valuables te 
Spaulding’s jewelry store. It was he algo 
who wasstanding on guard when the $20,000 
worth of unset stones were taken. 


Questioned in First Theft. 

After the first theft McDermott was taken 
into ¢ustody and questioned by the police. 
His manner, however, wae so innocent that 
he was dismissed. It i# probable he never 
would have been mentioned again in connec- 
tion with the crime had he not turned up yes- 
terday as sucha prominent figure in the 
second robbery.* 

; It fe not likely he will dieapetrom his pres- 
nt predicament ae easily as he did from his 
ret one. Detectives from’ the city depart- 

ment, from a private detective agency and 

from the Lionée insurance office are all 
working on the case, and just at present 

McDermott is the only tangible object that 

they have to work on. The old man is ina 

¢ell at central station and he probably will 
be subjected to a series of long and thorough 
examinations before he is set free again. 
Has Little to Say. 

Up to date McDermott has had little to say. 

“% don’t see why you fellows keep bother- 
ing me,” he said to the men who took him to 
jail. “ Why don't you go out and look for 
the crooks that took them cases? I don't 
know anything about them. I'm just’ un- 
jucky, that’s all. I seen the cases and then 
I didn’t see’em. Somebody took’em while I 
wasn’t looking. I'd like to know what these 
jewel drummers want for their little old 62 
anyway$50,000 worth of insurance? They. 
promise me my two bones and hand a case 
over to me that’s got more ‘money in it than 
rH ever see without telling | me a word about 
what it’s worth. And then when somebody 
comes along, taking advantage of an old 
man while his back is turned, and cops the 
bag they holler their heads off. If I wasn’t 
in jail it would make me saugh.”’ 

At the time of yesterday's robbery hun- 
dreds of persons were passing the building. 
The satchel contained samples brought te

McDermott was sent with the sample cases 
to meet Lévin. In front of the building he 
joined the salesman. Levin went to pur- 
chase a cigar. McDermott then sat on one 
case and began vigilant watch over the 
other. When Levin returned the case con- 
taining the géms was gone. 

E. J. Weiss of the Pinkerton agency is 
working on the robbery. 

“T believe the genis will be found in a’ 
loop hotel,’’ he sald. “ McDermott lives at 
155° West Ontario street. If this theft is 
cleaned up Wwe will have solved the Spauld- 
ing robbery.”’ 

Arrest Employe as Jewel Thief. 

The theft of $10, orth of jewelry.ina 
year from the firm of Lewy Broe., 201 
South State street. led to the arrest during 
the day of Willlam Ames, a trusted employé 
of the firm. Jewelry valued at $3,000 was 
found concealed under the floor of Ames’ 
residence, 3169 Groveland avenue. He has 
been night porter for the firm for seven 
years.

Miss Clara Umbricht, daughter of John 
Umbricht, preeid@ent of the Chicage Bank 
and Office Fixture company, wes arrested 
last night after the automobile she was steer- 
ing had run down and seriously injured 
Valida Demsby, a girl of 16, who resides at 
1801 West Jackson boulevard.

Girl Loses Her Head.

She 
was unable to control the car and it skidded 
to the sidewalk and then crashed into the 
side of a building, wrecking itself. 

The three Umbrichte then fied. A crowd 
gathered about the injured girl and the po- 
iice were summoned. Personsresiding in the. 
vicinity took charge of Miss Demsby and 
she was sent to her home. 

Twenty minutes after the collision the three 
Umbrichts returned to their car. The police 
promptly took them to the Lake street sta- 
tion.

Mrs. F. A. Wilcox testified, before a cord- 
ner’s jury yesterday that if she had not 
misunderstood a telephone message the Bur- 
Hngton wreck which ended thirteen lives on 
Sunday would not have happened. 

The woman operator who was on duty at 
the Western Springs signal tower of the 
railroad the morning of the wreck made this 
admission after an hour's verbal fencing 
with Coroner Hoffman. 

The crowd which gathered in the village 
hail of La Grange for the inquest was pre- 
pared to pity Mrs. Wilcox. Those present 
knew she was the only woman who had any- 
thing directly to do with the management 

of the trains which were telescoped. They

Explains the Phone Message. 

Mrs. Wilcox went on to explain that she 
received a telephone call from Congress 
Park just prior to the wreck, which she un- 
derstood to instruct her to hold No. 4, @ 
passenger train, until a freight train, No. 
74, had finished switching ahead. It devel- 
oped thet the person who telephoned this 
call merely asked her to inform Congress 
Park when No. 4 arrived. 

She threw up the block signal for No. 4, 
which went past; then she decided she must 
stop No. 2, the Overland train. 

No. 2 the Overland, stopped 850 feet be- 
yond the tower. Ten minutes later the mail 
train, No. 8, shot by and crashed into the 
rear of No. 2, and the engineer, with a dozen 
other persons, was killed, leaving the ques- 
tion as to whether he saw the signal a mat- 
ter of conjecture. 


Misunderstood Phone Message. 

“Why did you put up the signal to stop 
No. 4?” 

“ Because I misunderstood a telephone 
message from the operator at Congress 
Park.” 

Coroner Hoffman looked astonished and 

. Wilcox added: “ But that didn’t have 
anything to do with the wreck.” 

“ Why not?” 

** Well, the operator at Congress Park told 
me to let him know when No. 4 came by be- 
cause No. 74, a freight train, was switching 
at Congress Park. I thought he meant No. 
74 was on the south track, the track on which 
No. 2 ané@ No..8 were coming. so I put up 
my board to stop No. 4.

“Bald Jack” told a tale to the district 
attorney of the busiest night he ever spent 
in his life—last Monday night-—when he 
worked up evidence for his friend Becker 
against Rosenthal and then went on the auto 
ride that had for its piirpose the death of 
Rogenthal. 

The most important part of his revelations 
was the name of a gambler and gang fighter 
who rode in the Libby-Shapiro car with him 
and Itzke and Shapiro, This man’s name fs 
Schaaps and half the police department are 
sweeping the town for him.

After the conference the Peruvian minister 
said‘the situation was becoming better every 
day and that his government was proceeding 
rapidly with measures looking to a suppres- 
sion of the practices against the Indians. 

Reiterating the statements made in behalf 
of Peru by the Peruvian minister in London, 
Mimister Pezet said: 

* The atrocities were committed years ago. 
They occurred not later than 1907. Things 
ere different now and the Peruvian govern- 
ment isin entire contro]. Peru has senttwo 
investigating commissions into the Putu- 
mayo.district. Their reports disclose that 
conditions are not nearly so bad asthey were 
and improvement is continuing.”

Whitman Puts It Up to Waldo, 

District Attorney Whitman had his say in 
a letter sent to Commissioner Waldo today, 
relating to the commissioner's request for 
an immediate and complete investigation of 
allegations of partnerghip between policemen 
and gamblers. 

“When you asked. this before,”’ wrote Mr. 
Whitman, **‘ Herman Rosenthal, who made 
the charge, was alive. I had proceeded so 
far that he was to appear before the grand 
jury and give details and names of other 
gamblers to substantiate his charge, ° 

“On the night preceding the day fixed he 
was assaesinated, evidently by men who 
feared his testimony, or their agents, on the 
principle that dead men tell no tales. 

“You are the one to defend the reputation 
of 10,400 policemen. Their real defense rests 
in the unraveling of this murder mystery and 
you have under your direction a small army 
of detectives and a fund of money applica- 
ble to detective work.”

Gloucester, Mass., July 18.—Dr. .A. Piatt 
Andrew, who recently; resigned as assistant 
eecretary of the treasury, issued a state 
ment tonight in which he returned again to 
the charges against Secretary of the Treaa- 
ury MacVeagh. He called on President 
Taft to. make public a certain description of 
conditions in the treasury departmest, 
written, he says, by a high department of- 
ficial ten weeks before his resignation. 

Mr. Andrew's statement. follows: the read- 
ing of news dispatches. from Washington 
within the last week, in which references 
were made to certain letters from treasury 
officials regarding his controversy with Sec- 
retary MacVeagh. 

These letters Dr. Andrew has not seen, 
he said, but he expressed ‘‘ utmost con- 
fidence that they: do not deny a single state- 
ment of mine as to Secretary MacVeagh's 
temperamental infirmities and as to the con- 
sequent difficulty in carrying on propertly the 
business of the treasury department.” 

“I am certain that none of the persons 
named by me in my letters of resignation 
have contradicted any material statements 
made |therein,”” he said. “If any person 
has done £0 it would only tend to illustrate 
the weakness of human nature under pres- 
sure, 

‘“‘As President Taft has made certain let- 
ters public, In. all fairness: to myself the 
president ought now to make public a de- 
scription of conditions in the treasury depart- 
ment which was written by one of the high- 
est officials in the department ten weeks be- 
fore my letters. This letter amply confirme 
every statement I have made. This descrip- 
ition was presented to the White House in 
April and the president possessed a copy 
of $:":

Hinder Chrictianity’s Acceptance. 

** Many foreigners, both travelers and res- 
ident mérchants coming from. professedly 
Christian lands, hinder the acceptance of 
Christianity. The natives, who are uséd to 
national religions, naturally regard all peo- 
ple who come from Christian countries as 
Christians, and when they see them indulg- 
ing in vile habits or in business dishonesty 
they attach thes@ practices to their concep- 
tlon of Christianity and prefer. to cling to 
their own faith. 

“ The work of missions is by no means dis- 
couraging. Large communities have been 
thoroughly Christianized. Some of the con- 
verts from heathendom are as bright and 
consistent Christians cs can be found in the 
United States or-in-any Christian land. What 
is needed is the continued work of educa- 
tion and the preaching of the gospel."’

Bitter Fight Expected Over Question 
of Two Battleships or None,

Washington, D..C., July 18.—[Special ]— 


+ The Democrats of the house of representa- 


tives are to be brought to a showdown be- 
fore congress adjournrs on two of the planks 
of the Democratic national platform adopted 
by the Baltimore convention. 

They will be confronted with the choice of 
enacting or killing the following legislation 
to which the Democratic party Is committed 

its new platform: 

The provision of an adequate navy. 

The creation of a comprehensive partels 
post system. é, 

Whether ore’or two battleships or nope 
shall be added to the navy is a question that 
is destined to precfbitate a spectacular fight 
or the floor of the house, probably within the 
next fortnight. 


No Hope of Agreement. 
There is no hope of an agreement of the 
conterence committee on thig point and the 
bill will go back to the two houses with the 


battleship provision still in disagreement. 


The Democratic members of the committee 
refuse to agree to apportion for any battle- 
ships.. They stand’ squarely on the decision 
of the Democratic house caucus. . But when 
the disagreement is reported to the house 
the Republicans intend to make a hard fight 
to obtain one if not twodreadnaughts. They 
will cite to the Demccrats the declaration of 
the Baltimore platform. 

The Republicans contend that unless the 
policy of adding two battleships a year is 
continued by the Democrats, they will be 
false to their promise to the people. 


House to Get Bourne Bill. 

‘It now appears certain that the compre- 
hensive Bourne parcels post plan, based on 
a zore system of rates, will go to the house, 
the Democratic majority of which is seek- 
ing to confine the institution to rural free 
delivery routes.

‘DEATH FARM’ DRAMA PROVES 
TO BE 95 PER CENT FICTION. 


Story Exploited in Many, Newspapers 
‘Turns Out to Be Hoax—Latest Owner 
Victim of Heat.

Home ten days a a true story was sent 
out to the newspapers of the country from 
this city about a death farm located ten 
miles northéast of Carlyle. The facts, with- 
out any embellighmente, are these: 

About twenty-five vears ago fit membérs 
of a family living. on an_eighty acre farm 
in Meridian township died from a mysterious 
disease, thought to have been milk sickness. 
For years the place for this reason was with- 
out a tenant. 

The né@xt occupant was Godfried Palm, 
who bought the land. wrecked the old house 
and butt a new one: In the summer of 1006 
re was stricken. as was his wife, and later 
his children. . They grew weaker day by 
caytind they complained of pains and cramps 
limbs. The parents and one daugh- 
ter died and the attending physician said It 
wes due to impure milk and water combined. 

The place remained unoccupied until two 
ears ago, when John Ackermann, a bache- 
lor, went there to live. Last winter he be- 
came ill with a malady that resembled the 
Falms’ affliction. Thirteen days. ago he 
went to.his harvest field to work and was 
overcome by the heat and death followed. 

The most reasonable theory for the exist- 
ence of the disease is that the cows eat poi- 
sonous weeds that produce so-called milk 
sickness. 

One special correspondent sent out yes- 
terday from Mount Vernon a story that ‘* Joe 
Ackermann,”” @ man who never existed. had 


died Wednesday night—making the “tenth . 


victim.” As a matter of fact, there has been 


but one death of the farm in the last six . 
years.

game reason that Emperor Nicholas, some 
years aco, gave up at the last moment. his 
state visit to Rome, for which the most 
elaborate arrangements had been made by 
the Italian government 

If the Russian ruler remained away from 
the Eternal city om that occasion, it was be- 
cause the chief of the Roman police and the 
“principal officials of the detective service of 
the Italian department of the interior de- 
clared it infpossible to accept responsibility 
for the imperial visitor's safety from any and 
every sort of harm. 


fo it is now in ra cage of Switzerland, 
where Marc Ruchet, the chi€f of the depart- 
ment of the interion has resigned his office 
aes well as his membership in the federal 
council sooner than accept any responsibility 
for the security of the kaiser on his proposed 
visit. 

Ruchet, whose membership in the federal 
counct! gave him a position equal almost with 
that of the president of the republic (now M. 
Forrer), the sovereignty of which is vested 
jointly in the seven members of the council, 
declares that while laws exist for the super- 
vision or exclusion from Switzerland of aliens 
of stormy antecedents and evil repute. the 
means are lacking for their enforcement. He 
might have added that there was also a dis- 


inclination on the part of the cantonal gov- 


ernments to codperate with the federal au- 
thorities In the matter.

It is thie inability to enforce the laws re- 
lating to foreignens that has made Switzer- 
land more than any other country the haven 
of revolutionists, nihtlists, and anarchists— 
in a word, of the foes of society and of the 
existing syetems of government: 

In England, which shares “with Switzer-

This 
aléne makes them prefer the territory of 
the republic, where, moreover, the cost of 
existence ig much cheaper than in England, 
while the absence of capital punishment from 
the legal code of most of the cantons, where 
murder is usually considered as sufficiently 
punished by a more or less long prison sen- 
tence, renders a sojourn in-that republic par- 
tichlarly risky for monarchs. 
“No one can forget that tt was in Switzer- 
land that Dmprese Elizabeth of Austria was 
assassinated im 1808 by an Italiam anarchist, 
and, ales! it is a fact that many of the 
regicidal outrages im other countries have 
been plotted in Switzerland by “ undtesirable 
aliens,” notably the blowing up‘0f the dining 
room of the winter palace at St. Petersbure, 
as the imperial party was about to cross the 
threshold, the assassination of Alexander 
Il. a year later, and the wreck of the imperial 
train at Bork. when Alexander ITI. with his 
court and children, including: the Present | 
czar, 80 narrowly escaped a hideous death.

Chicago, July 1/.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
~The “little arithmetical calculation,” 
which H. A. Webb of Kent laboratory, Uni- 
versity of Chicgego, commends to the atten- 
tion of the coroner's jury, railway officers, 
and the general public, is based on a wrong 
assumption. 

He says: “The flagrman went back the 
distance behind his ‘train required by the 
rules, 1,125 feet, or about one-fifth ofa mile.” 

In the first place 1,125 feet is not “ the dis- 
tance required by the rules”; and, in the 
second place, the flagman did not go back 
“ the distance required by the rules.” If he 
had the collision would not have occurred. 

The “rules” referred to are to be found 
in the Standard Code of Train Rules of the 
American Ratiway association. The rule 
governing flagging which is used on the 
Burlington is No. 99, which says:

The progressives are in favor of looking over 
all. their institutions and knocking: the mold 
and rust off of them and repainting and var- 
nishing all that are fit to keep and throwing 
the rest into the scrap pile. The conservative 
Chinese are opposed.to any change.

The conservatives ob- 
ject to this and say Omukuhi was sitting toere 
in his temple 4,000 years ago and that during 
all that time their ancestors have prayed to 
him and that he must not be disturbed. 

Now come the progressives and they say 
that all the conservatives declare regarding 
Omukuhi may be true, but that they are all 
from Missouri.

Economical Housekeeping. 


Summer Menus. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


T may not seem to be a pleasant or kind 
trait to be showing frequently that people 
who think they have something great and 
new are misled, for their idea is not new, 
but old. 

Sc 3 of the cook book makers of today say 
and tnink that the publication of menus with 
recipes is a modern idea, yet, 200 years »ago, 
a famous cook devoted half his book to menus 
with illustrations of how to set the table. To 
be sure, these menus were different from those 
of today, since a meal most generally had but 
two courses, but, at the tables of the wealthy 
the number of dishes for each course was from 
sixteen to twenty-five.

Among other things said by this cook in his 
long preface is some commendation of himself 
for devoting ro much space to dinner plans. 
He says finally in reference to the value of 
these to a man: 

“A bill of fare settled to his hand on all 
the various occasions that may occur through- 
out every stage of his life, and through every 
advance of his fortune, his humor and his fe- 
licity, or any such chosen days as he may de- 
sire to celebrate or distinguish by particular 
marks of his joy, his gratitude, his pleasure 
or grandeur, on the most elegant and sumptu- 
ous entertainments.” 

Not lacking in appreciation of himself this 
old cook says: “I may venture to say there is 
nothing of this nature equal to it,” etc, yet 
others of his time were also planning meals, as 
well as how to cook them, 

It is surprising how few real menus most 
housewives have, though modern domestic 
science is teaching this.sort of composition. A 
good menu must not only attract and arouse 
the appetite, but the different food elements 
should appear in their proper balance. Although 
these are so few, women refuse to learn them, 
or perhaps some one discourages them from 


doing s0. 


Although the foods are abundant and many 
in summer, there is no harder season for the 
planning. ‘The appetite is more capricious, and 
the hardest and hottest of. work must be les- 
gened as much as possible. 

The cold meats, fish, and some of the vege- 
table substitutes for meat, always a salad, and 
vegetables to please, with a cool dessert and 
drink afford the best dinners for small families. 
Cheese cooked with potatoes (cu gratin), or 
spaghetti, or rice, or some other cereal, make 
one of the best substitutes for meat. When we 
have potatoes, spaghetti, or a cereal in our 
main dish we do not need so much bread as 
we would otherwise, and our dessert should not 
be very. starchy.

COPPER STRONG FEATURE 


Amalgamated Derives Much of 
Its Support from Better In- 
quiry for Metal. 


New York, July 18.—Stocks manifested in- 
creasing firmness today after an early period 
of. uncertainty. , 

Trading, however, was of the same dull 
and perfunctory character as that which has 
marked most recent operations. 

Favorable crop news, undoubted improve- 
memt in the steel industry, and increasing 
ease in the domestic monetary situation all 
combined to create an atmosphere of mild 
optimism, even though they failed to stimu- 
late securities. 

Of the several factors named the increasing 
demand for the output ef the steel mills at 
higher prices was perhaps the most potent 
today. Equipment orders are coming along 
steadily, and this fact is beginning to find 
reflection in the stocks of the companies ben- 
efited. 


Amalgamated Strong Feature. | 

Amalgamated Copper wes another strong 
feature, deriving much of its support from 
a better inquiry for the metal at prices ap- 
proaching recent high quotations. 

The Steel corporation, according to reports, 
has made preparations to meet increased 
business by appropriating large sume to aug- 
ment efficiency. 

Various specialties were relatively active and 
strong, but their movements exercised little or no 
influence in the way of outside support. 

The tone of the foreign exchanges offered scant 
comfort to the constructive side of the account. 
London turned weak after a cheerful opening, with 
the now familiar tale of another drop in consols.
